In the first place we had always talked of winning the Championship, with bated 
breath to be sure, but talked of it, wished for it, dreamed of it, played for it; and like a 
tantalizing will-o'-the-wisp it had always just eluded our grasp.

To 1906 was given the privilege of celebrating at its commencement the coming 
of age of the college.

Secondly, to touch for a moment 
on a forbidden topic, the weather conformed to the unbroken precedent that commence- 
ment day must be pleasant. 

The first official act of the day was the taking of the class picture. This was complicated 
by the fact that, at the last minute, various caps were mi ;, the owners of which object- 
ed to being photographed in borrowed ones.
